ANSWERING A QUESTION 

Each year the Lyme Art Association has the 
pleasure of welcoming first-time visitors to its gal¬ 
lery. More than one thousand paid an initial call 
last season. Not a few volunteered that they knew 
little about art and were acquainted with the names 
of almost no artists. Many put the question: “Are 
the works we see hereby local people?” The answer 
is both yes and no. 

The Association has thirty-seven artist members. 
Twenty-nine of them own homes within a few miles 
of the gallery. Nearly all members spend a part of 
each year in this locality. Thus, in one sense, they 
are “local” artists. Conversely, many also have 
homes and studios elsewhere. Many are represented 
annually in exhibitions throughout the United States 
and in foreign countries. The greater number are also 
members of other organizations. These include the 
National Academy of Design, National Institute of 
Arts and Letters, Society of Independent Artists, 
Allied Artists of America, National Association of 
Women Sculptors and Painters, American Water 



Color Society, Mural Painters of New York, Ameri¬ 
can Society of Miniature Painters, Associated Art¬ 
ists of Pittsburgh, Chicago Society of Artists, Wash¬ 
ington Water Color Club, American Society of Paint¬ 
ers, Sculptors and Carvers, Art Alliance of Phila¬ 
delphia, Brooklyn Society of Modern Artists, 
Los Angeles Modern Art Association, the Union In¬ 
ternationale des Beaux-Arts et des Lettres and the 
American Art Association of Paris; and numerous 
state societies and clubs essentially devoted to the 
arts. This is 'likewise true of a number of those 
“local” artists, who though not members of the Lyme 
Association, frequently are represented in the Water 
Color and Annual Oil exhibitions seen in this gallery.
